spring for a budget of $5,000, and if we are ever to make a bid 
for new industry the logical time is now and the logical step is 
to maintain the chamber of commerce budget. I say the logical 
time is now —• for the reason that every period following a 
panic has developed new industries in new locations. The cycle 
is going on now, and right in our own section. 


For instance, I had a personal ex- 


perience Monday night. All these years 
newspapermen have gotten out their 
papers on a product manufactured out 
of Northern spruce. There is practi- 
cally no spruce left in the United 
States. We cither buy paper from 
Canadat Norway or Finland. . . , The 
Star sheet you usually look at is 
Norwegian, and 27 tons of it came out 
of Norway last September 1 on the 
S. S. Klexholm, one of the last Nor- 
wegian freighters to get through to 
New Orleans before submarines cut 
the United States off from foreign 
paper, . . . But Monday night, as I 
said, I had a personal experience. 


1 saw a test run made by The Star 


on white newsprint manufactured out 
of Southern pine—and it was perfect. 
We made the lest after running Mon- 
day night's city edition, producing the 
mail edition on Southern pine paper. 
And this is a Southern pine sheet to- 
day. 


We got a trial order of seven tons 


from 
Southland Paper Mills, Inc., 


Lufkin, Texas. This 10-million-dollar 
plant, which I saw on my way back 
from Mexico in March, Is. the first in 
the world to produce white newsprint 
from Southern pine in commercial 
quantities.

Hope topped nil the second-class 


postoffices in Arkansas in total sales 
of United States savings bonds.for 
the year 1939, and, although llth in 
population' in the state, ranked sev- 
enth among all Arkansas cities, Post- 
master Robert M. Wilson reported 
Tuesday. 


Hope's bond sales for the year to- 


taled 5112,031.25, which was exceeded 
by only six cities, all having first- 
class postoffices: 
El 
Dorado, Fort 


Smith, Hot Springs, Little Rock, Pine 
Bluff and Texarkana. And Pine Bluff 
just did beat Hope, the Zebra city's 
total being 5112,518.75. 


Among second-class cities, Hope was 


far ahead, Camden showing $56,675.00, 
Helena $44,100.00, and the others rang- 
ing from $40,000 to 570,000. .

"Now, that being so, is it. not the 


thc woodwork painted, the ceilings 
papered, bought new wlndqw sashes, 
shades and screens, electric light fix- 
tures and repaired the toilo^ and other 
plumbing. This used more than $200 
of the money given by the city coun- 
cil. The balance was used to, pay gas, 
ice. and supply bills, which amount 
to about $9 a month. The appropria- 
tion was soon exhausted after which 
the Chamber of Commerce paid all 
expenses until the city recently agreed 
to pay the rent. 


The rest room was furnished almost 


entirely by donations from the mer- 
chants and other public-minded cit- 
i/.ens. It is well equipped with com- 
forlnble chairs, bajjy bed|, ice water, 
fans and gas stoves and current lit- 
erature. 


The convenience and comfort pro- 


vided women shoppers in the Hope 
trade territory by this rest room has 
received very favorable comment not 
only from the citizens of Hope and 
llempstcad county'but from visitors 
from 
all over the country. Many 


letters have been received by the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
congratu- 


alling the City of Hope and asking 
how similar rest rooms may be pro- 
vided for their shoppers. 


In addition to providing for women 


shoppers, the rest room has been used 
for the past several months by the 
book-binding project of the National 
Youth Administration, where 
fifty 


school girls during spare time earn 
enough each month to keep them in 
school, 


Tlie Chamber of Commerce is proud 


of the women's Rest Room and will 
be glad to have any citizen of Hope 
pay it a visit. It has done more to 
create feminine goodwill than any- 
thing else the organization has done. 
Merchants are urged to tell all rural 
women shoppers to inspect it before 
leaving town.

Working in his laboratory at Sa- 


vannah, Ga., aided by funds from j 
some hopeful 
Southern 
newspaper 


publishers, he experimented until in 
November, 1933, he produced wood 
pulp from Southern pine, shipped it 
lo a Canadian mill which turned it 
into while paper — and thai small 
sample shipment was divided among 
nine daily Georgia newspapers which 
issued on it a certain day. 


For several years I kept in my office 


this celebrated file of papers. 


They were proof that a dream might 


come true — the dream of moving the 
ISO-million-dollar-a-ycar white paper 
industry into the pine -forests of the 
South. 


In the seven years since, larger pub- 


lishers, in Texas, Oklahoma, Tennessee, 
banded together and launched the big 
mill al Lufkin. 


Dr. Hcrty is now dead— ho never 


saw the mill and Ihc mill colony 
named "Herly" jusl outside of Lufkin, 
but he lived long enough to see the 
plan.* for financing and construction; 
and so he must have died with the 
satisfaction of a good job well done. 


The total represents average pur- 


chases of $2,495,325 for each business 
day since March 1, 1935, when these 
bonds were first placed on sale. .De- 
ducting bonds redeemed, the matur- 
ity value of savings bonds oUtstand- 
ign on March 31, 1940, was approxi- 
mately $3,495,573,600. 


The total maturity value of pur- 


chases for the calendar year 1939 was 
$1,104,060,000, an average purchase for 
each business day of last year of 
53,667,975. 


Uniled Slalcs savings bonds are 


sold on a discount basis and mature 
in 10 years for one-third more than 
Ihcir purchase price. 
For example, 


$75 is Ihe purchase price of a $100 face 
VHlue bond, which matures at the 
end of 10 years. Records of the sales 
for the individual postoffices author- 
ized to sell savings bonds arc labu- 
lalcd in cash value.

teins which 'whips up" the body pro- 
fesses, creating addtiional heat—meat, 
fish, meat and poultry is all right. 


Meat once a day is sufficient, even 


more than necessary most of the 
time. In place of meat,, use more 
milk, eggs, vegetables and fruits. 


A diet too high in protein foods 


can create 30 per cent more heat or 
calories than a normal; mixed. diet 
with moderate amounts of protein. 


Finally, there is an.economy angle 


to this lighter summer diet. Eggs, milk 
and vegetables are cheaper in the 
warmer seasons than meat.

WASHINGTON — The answer to 


Germany's vitaly dependence on Swe- 
den—why the war moved north—is on 
the black board in nny -third-grade 
Arithmetic class. 


The answer is 30 minus 22. 
There has been much idealistic talk 


from both sides about protecting the 
weak. It is chaff, Germany knows it 
and the Allies know it. 


The "30" in the problem is Ger- 


many's annual demand for iron ore 
Germany needs 30,000,000 tons of iron 
ore a year to maintain her economy. 


The "22" is thc:'crux of. the des- 


perate situation—the 
22,000,000 tons 


Germany must get outside her bord- 
ers. 


No war can be fought without steel 


Armor-plate, shells, 
guns, 
motors 


ships, all require steel in quantity 
Certainly the war has increased Ger- 
many's need for steel. 


Figures for 1938 are the last avail- 


able. That year Germany imported 
22,000,000 tons of iron ore from al 
over the world—France, Newfound 
land, Sweden and elsewhere. In 1936 
Germany produced only 7,000,000 tons 


Can't Produce It 


Marshal Hrmarin Gocring announc 


ed the opening of other German ore 
deposits as part

economic plan. The Nazis admitted 
then that their most extravangan 
hopes were for a production of 12,000 • 
000 tons. 


Hard-headed American commercia

That's why 
the German move north to protect 
her steel supply lins was met in 
itantly by immediate Allied action. 


In the last war, Germany -faced 


virtually the same situation,-with the 
important exception that she had the 
Alsace-Lorraine steel production to 
bolster her own and the Swedish sup- 
ply was' not threatened. With that, 
she held out for four year's, until 
food and other stores were finally 
exhausted. 


But Germany hasn't Alsacc-Lor- 


rain this time. It's Sweden or noth- 
ing...

Weather Bent Poland 


In Poland, Germany wanted to stake 


a blitzkrieg with a mechanized army. 
So her generals took the weather map 
for 70 years back, picked the average 
driest month 'of the year—August— 
and struck. Motorized armies run best 
in dry country.. You know the rest 
of the story. 


In Finland Russia chose December. 


Finland has been invaded eight times, 
you sec, and every time, the attacking 
force chose December. It's the one 
time the lake ice is frozen deep enough 
to hold up marching columns. At 
other times, an invading army- could 
be cut up, and its units beaten by 
guerillas. 


Dame Nature almost beat the Rus- 


sians, because she sent the worst 
package of weather in 50 years lo 
northern Europe. 


In Scandinavia, the Germans are 


playing the weather to the hilt, and 
the law of averages, too.

Usually, the fog closes in 40 per 


lent of the time along the coast of 
Norway at this time of year. Add 
to that some 10 hours of darkness in 
every 24, and you have increased hid- 
ing time for German transports and 
naval units—perhaps up to 60 per 
cent of the time.
